Four Vulcan rinks will take in 


The soil drifting that has taken 
place on dry and Irrigated farm 
lands in southern Aberta since the 
last week of November, 1957, has 
been one of the severest oceur- 
ances of the last twenty years. 
Emergency control measures, if 
not already carried out, should be 
undertaken at the first oppor¬ 
tunity. Past experience has shown 
that the months of April, May and 
June are the most hazardous from 
the stand-point of weather condi¬ 
tions conductive to drifting. Soil 
drifting can not be checked by 
hoping for a change in the 
weather. The odds are against 
winning a gamble of this nature. 
Serious damage to the fertility of 
our soils can be prevented only by 
each farmer undertaking suitable 
control measures. 

Emergency^ control measures are 
based on three principles. The 
first is to provide a protective 
cover. Small focal points from 
which soil has drifted can be pro¬ 
tected by spreading straw or 
manure over the area. This 
measure, if utilized in the early 
stages of drifting, can frequently 
prevent trouble *ovor an entire 
field. 

The second principle is to re-

establish the cloddy structure of 
the surface soil. On frozen soils 
this can best be done with a heavy 
duty cultivator utilizing chisel 
points on shanks spaced at inter¬ 
vals of two to three feet. An al¬ 
ternative is to use a one-way disk 
with all but every fourth disk re¬ 
moved from the arbour bolt. Under 
non-frozen soil conditions the 
heavy duty cultivator or a similar 
implement may be used to 
roughen the soil and bring clods 
to the surface. 

The third principle is to trap 
moving soil particles on the Held. 
This is accomplished by listing the 
soil at right angles to the prevail¬ 
ing wind. Lister shovels spaced 
about three feet apart on a culti¬ 
vator or the one-way lister can be 
usod for this purpose.. Listing is 
required on fields that are covered 
with dunes of drifted soil, or under 
other conditions where it is not 
possible to create n lumpy soli sur¬ 
face. 

Experience has shown that soil 
drifting can be brought under con¬ 
trol on any field by the adoption 
of one, or more of the proven re¬ 
medial measures. Clods or lumps 
of fcozen soil are subject to con¬ 
tinuous breakdown by the 
weathering forces which helped 
initiate the present situation. We 
must Inspect our Helds periodi¬ 
cally throughout the remainder of 
this winter and next spring and 
be prepared to take further action 
whenever necessary.

Women and the Law 

Legal matters relating to farm ownership and 
operation was the topic of discussion at a recent 
meeting of the Gaye West Farm Forum at Carmangay. 
It’s a subject that should be of interest to all farmers 
and their wives, covering such things as succession 
duty, widow’s rights, father-son agreement and con¬ 
tract farming. 

The status of women under the law can be quite 
an eye-opener to the uninformed and the Canadian 
Committee on the Status of Women, seeking revision 
of some laws, has published some interesting items. 

Did.you know that: 

1. In Canada, a wife is legally entitled in marriage 
only to her board, keep and necessaries such as care 
in illness? 

2. If a thrifty Canadian homemaker saves any money 
from her housekeeping allowance, it may be regarded 
legally as her husband’s? 

Even if she deposits such money in her own bank 
account it remains, for federal tax purposes, part of 
her husband’s estate for three years and subject to 
succession duties. 

3. If a wife earns money in her husband’s home by 
keeping roomers or boarders, or by cultivating a gar¬ 
den, legally this money is not her; it is her husband’s? 

If he agrees that she may keep the money so earned 
or saved, this may be regarded as a gift to her from 
her husband. * 

4. A wife’s earnings or income in excess of $250 per 
year reduces her husband’s income tax exemption on 

a dollar-for-dollar basis? Each child or dependant '• 
other than the wife may earn up to $950. 

5. No matter how hard a wife works to help build up 
her husband’s savings, his business or his farm, she 
is not regarded as a marriage partner in the eyes of 
the law? Neither is any allowance made for the ser¬ 
vices of a wife who saves the wages of an employee 
by working for her husband in his privately owned 
business. 

Overhauling and simplification of some of our 
laws would appear to be somewhat overdue. 


University Scholarships 

The National Federation of Canadian University 
Students, with a membership of 55,000, is concerned 
over the low number of eligible Canadian students at¬ 
tending university. 

Lack of financial resources is the biggest barrier, 
says the Federation, with the average student having 
to spend $1215 a year to attend university. The Feder¬ 
ation is advocating 10,000 yearly government scholar¬ 
ships of $550 each for worthy students who might 
otherwise be denied a university education. The stu¬ 
dent’s parents or the student himself, through summer 
employment, would be responsible for the balance of 
his university expenses. 

The idea has merit and is in line with the current 
trend of thought that direct government subsidies for 
outstanding students may soon be an accepted 
procedure.
